BRINGS NEWS FROM FRONT. 



Speaks of Man's Duty to Suc- 
ceeding- Generations. 



"-Men, there's a, war on," was the 
opeiiIn B sentence of an address given 
by Harry Lauder at Calvary Men's 
Own yesterday. 1 am surprised to 
see. su many young men here to- 
day. Nowhere In Great Britain would 
it bo possible to get so many together, 
except In a military camp. The young 
man In Canada has my sympathies, 
for he is so far from the war zone 
that he eaimot understand all the 
Horrors of war. I want to tell the 
young; Canadian that he has as much 
right to buckle on the sword as the 
maii who threw up his Job and went 
back lo the Old Land three years ago. 
II? went back, not to fight for Eng- 
land, hut for Canada. The task Is so 
stupendous, that It will take- nil our 
strength; and if wc stand together In- 
dividually and collectively, we cannot 
be beaten. 

"In France, 'Yen's v/hero the men 
are,' ami let me tell you. If you do 
not rise to-day and defend this great 
country, the day will come when the 
men will come back. And they said 
to mo In France, when we get home 
again we will exercise our authority. 
\\ i are fighting- now, we will then 
exorclso authority. If -you do not do 
your duty now V taking the sword 
and gun, your chances will be small 
when the ho;, s come home. When you 
-s.ro old, shall it be' said that you 
played your part r that you slouched 
behind' 1 '1 would not be a slacker 
for all the money In the World." 

If there Is a father here who has 
paid the price of the war he will re- 
alize .something of my feelings when 
I visited one .-acred spot in France. .'I 
own a woe bit of France.' It Is the 
most .-acred spot In tho world for me. 
A.i I stood at the spot, I had no de- 
iire to have him with me. I only 
wished that I could kiss him and thank 
him for what he hud done for me. 

I want to tell you that when the 
news of some great loss comes that 
If you are not acquainted with God 
you won't bo able to bear the anguish. 
'You must have tho power of God to 
help you, or you will go under.' " 

And with theso words from a heart 
that has known tho bitterness of loss. 
Marry Lauder left; but his message 
will remain with the men who were 
privileged to hear him. 

Last night at Emmanuel Congrega- 
tional Church, Harry Lauder ap- 
peared in u much different rol e than 
is usual for him. In a few well chos- 
en words, Rev. Geo. Adam Intro- 
duced him as a. man who had a mes- 
sage, one whose heart had been torn 
with anguish, and born of that' an- 
guish was a burning desire to help 
others. 

Harry Lnudcr then gave a stirring 
address, He said that while touring 
in America a few years ago, he was 
requested to sing at Yonkers, a sub- 
urb of New York. While there a 
minister, during his peroration said: 
"How can a man be of any service 
to his fellow men unless he himself 
is acquainted with God. Unless he 
has that acquaintance he cannot be 
of much service, for his service will 
prove largely for self aggrandise

WHAT'S ON. 



E. P. Mathewson Will Deliver II 
lustrated Lecture in Chem- 
istry Building, 



On Wednesday evening, at 8.15, in 
the Chemistry ' Building, an illustrât 
ed address on "Recent Developments 
of the Nickel Situation in Canada," 
will be delivered by Mr. E. P. Ma- 
thewson, General Manager of the 
British -Americat Nickel Corporation. 
A cordial invitation is extended to 
all students to be present. 

Canada possesses the largest known 
deposits of nickel-ore In the world, 
and these have for many years af 
forded from 70 to 80 per' cent, of the 
world'ê supply uf nickel. The mines 
are situated In the Sudbury district, 
Ontario. Some idea of the Importance 
of the industry based on the mining 
and metallurgical treatment of these 
ores may be gathered from the fact 
that âurlng 1916 the production 
amounted to eighty-three million 
pounds of nickel, having a value of 
about thirty million dollars. 

As Is well known, nickel is one of 
the important "war" metals, and is 
being , used In Increasing quantities 
for the manufacture of nickel steel, 
especially adapted for making armour 
plate, gun shields, etc., on account of 
Its great hardness, strength and elas- 
ticity. The -enormously Increased de- 
mand created by the war has been 
reflected by the Canadian production, 
which, during the present year, will 
probably bo more than double that of 
the year 1914, 

Mr. Mathewson's address will deal 
with tho more Important rocent de- 
velopments of the nickel situation, and 
will afford an exceptional .opportun- 
ity for McC-ill mon to learn something

Among those present at the Union 
Smoker on Friday evening last, were 
two returned P. P. C.L.I, men, Pte. a. 
Allan and M. H. Ingram, who went 
overseas with the tlnd and 4th Uni- 
versity Companies respectively. They 
both, In response to an invitation, 
spoke a few wordB of appreciation of 
the privilege of being present, and 
though nut McGill men, highly com- 
mended tho part which McGill had 
taken In tho war. 

Pte. Allan, of the 2nd University 
Co., later rclnted some of his experi- 
ences to a representative of the Daily. 
He has recently been invalided home 
as a result of a severe shrapnel 
wound In the foot, which ho received 
In the heavy fighting of the Somme. 

Pte. Allan's home is at 313 St. An- 
toine St. Proceeding overseas with 
tho 2nd University Co. under' Cap- 
tain McDonald and Capt. Molson, Al- 
lan was on active service at the front 
for thirteen months prior to beln< 
wounded. Most of the fighting in 
which he figured took place at Yprcs 
and on the Somme. The fact that the 
reinforcing (P.P.C'.L.I.) Companies 
have merited as much recognition as 
the original regiment Is one which Is 
often overlooked. Only about a dozen 
of his company weie left when he 
left the front. 

In reply to questions regarding the 
actual methods employed in trench 
warfare, Pte. Allan stated that the 
barrage does all the work preparatory 
to the infantry charge. After the 
barrage bus swept the opposing 
trenches the Infantry are then called 
upon to "mop up" the dugouts, and 
complete the work. Describing the 
elaborate nature of the German dug- 
outs, Allan stated that in many cases 
they were two or three stories deep, 
and it often took ten minutes to ?et 
to the bottom. Some of them are suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate two 
whole companies. With regard to tho 
air service, he stated that the Ger- 
mans were entirely outclassed by the 
Allied forces. Air fights are numer- 
ous, out are usually so high up that 
they are scarcely visible from the 
ground. 

Bombers and machine sunmen go 
over In the first wave. There are In 
all four waves, which go over at In- 
tervals of about fifty minutes. A 
couple of hours after the last wiivo 
the "moppers up" go over. 

With regard to Capt. McDonald, Pte. 
Allan stated "he was one of the best 
men that I ever met." Everyone 
idored him, and were ready to do 
anything for him. 

Pte. Allan got back to Halifax last 
Thursday. He states that conditions 
in England reflect the effects of the 
war. Food restrictions are strictly 
enforced. 

Ho was at Shorncliffe during a big 
aerpplane raid. There was absolutely 
no warning. Pte. Allan was at litis 
time engaged In the occupation of 
copying some notes in connection with 
a course ho was taking. Suddenly the 
comparative quiet, was disturbed by

PORT OF MONTREAL PREPARING 
FOR WINTER. 



There are many evidences around 
the harbor and down the river that 
the port of Montreal is soon to pnter 
Into Its annual sleep.

a series of dull thuds, which follow- 
ed each other in rapid succession. 
Glancing upward he picked out 20 
German planes, little spots of silver, 
advancing la formation at about 16,000 
feet high. Tho attack was apparent- 
ly an absolute surprise, for the ad- 
vance was met by no opposing fire 
from the anti-aircraft guns. Advanc- 
ing in three regular lines, the enemy 
planes passed over tho camp, and 
were already on their way out to sea 
before our guns could locate them. 

With regard to his wound, Pte. Al- 
lan stated that he was entirely un- 
aware of having received any injury. 
He -was walking forward In a 
charge when -a shrapnel bullet went 
through his' foot. 
On the whole the German soldiers 



are fulrly efficient. They are mldnlo 
aged men, and apparently well looked 
after. . The German officers arc ex- 
cellent, but it Is their brutality anil 
strictness which keeps the rank and 
file together. After ;i barrage the Ger- 
mans are dazed, and it Is then that 
they surrender easily. Prisoners tak- 
en then seem stuplfied. 

The gas attack Is an evil which is 
always to be guarded against. Two 
sa s helmets are always carried, and 
can be adjusted at a moment's notice. 

Y.M.C.A.- huts are every whore. 
Those nearest the front line are about 
one hundred yards behind the sup- 
port trenches. These dug-outs are 
about twenty feet square. Here hot 
drinks are served, and everybody takes 
a run In on their way back from the 
front line. 

There Is very little sickness among 
the men, and no cases of trench feet 
at all. As a rule the men are in the 
trenches for four days, and then out 
for twelve. 

With regard to bombs and grenad"», 
Pte. Allah said that the grenade in j 
use could be used both as a hand | 
grenade and as a rifle grenade. A | 
professional baseball player is o!-le j 
to throw a grenade about eighty yards, j 
which, though further can be thrown I 
by use of a cricket throw, is a much j 
greater tax on the thrower, and can- | 
not be done continuously. The straight ! 
arm throw 'of the cricket player is '.he j 
type actually used. 

The German bombs are much like j 
potato mashers in appearance and are 
of use only at very close quarters, 
their real effect being moral rather 
than physical.
